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j| TRAIN ROBBED 


Four Men Shot and Contents of 
Express Car Taken. 


Bold Work of the Dalton Bandits on the 
M., K. & T. Road. 


THEY DEFEAT A POSSE ORGANIZED TO 
PREVENT THE CRIME. 


Capt. Kinney, Chief6f the Railway Police, 
Wounded—One of the Men Shot Has 
Since Died—-He Was a Physician, 
Formerly of Missouri—Local Express 

_ Officials Deny That a Large Amount of 
Money Was Taken. 


Parsons, Kan., July 15.—The north-bound 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas passenger train 
No, 2 was robbed near Adair Station, in In- 
dian Territory, seventy miles from here, ata 
late hour last night. The desperadoes who 
committed the robbery are the Dalton 
bandits,who have been guilty of more crimes 
of this nature than any of the other gangs of 
rufians that make the Nation their head- 
quarters. 

The thieves blew open the safe and secured 
the contents, which, it is asserted by an 
official who knows, were certainly between 
$50,000 and $75,000. The robbery was not ac- 
complished withouta hard fight, however, 
in which Capt. J. J. Kinney, Chief of De- 
tectives of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
road; Lieut. Lafiore, a member of the Indian 
police, and two doctors, residents of Adair, 
were wounded, one of whom has since died. 

Four of the Dalton bandits were recently 
captured near Guthrie, and a posse was on 
the tracks of othersof the gang. The cap- 
ture of the four took place inthe early part 
of this week, and it was believed that the re- 
maining members would certainly be cap- 
tured. They evidently eluded their pursu- 
ers, and while yet fresh-from the pursuit 
committed the daring robbery of last night. 
Itis believed that the four men captured 
**neached’’ on the gang and revealed the 
, plot of last night’s robbery, for a posse was 
organizea to protect the train robbed. 

THE ATTACK ON THE TRAIN. 

The train left Wagner, forty miles east of 
Adair, ontime., Nothing wrong was noticed 
ubtil a few miles from Adair two men with 
faces masked jumped down from the tender 
into the cab, and, presenting revolvers at 
the engineer and fireman, ordered the train 
brought to a halt. This command was obeyed 
and the train scon came to astandstill. As 
s00n as the train stopped shots were heard 
outside. Capt. Kinney and a number of the 
posse rushed from the cars. They saw two 
men standing at the side of the express car, 
into which they had fired several shots after 
the messenger had failed to comply with 
their demand to open the door. 

Capt. Kinney and Laflore opened fire on 
the men, who promptly sent several bullets 
at them, while several men came from one 
side toward them. They too, opened fire, 
and a lively fusilade ensued, in the course of 
which Kinney, Laflore and two other men were 
wounded. None of the other passengers came 
to their aid and they were forced to retreat 
into the cars, their revolvers being empty. 

The men who had lastappeared Kept up a 
lively firing forthe purpose of intimidating 
the passengers on the train, and with excel- 
lent effect, not a soul appearing. As a matter 
of fact, most of them were under the seats or 
lying in the aisles. Thetwomen at the ex- 
press car were joined by a third, only one 
man being left with the engineer and fire- 
man. 

Up to this time the messenger had persisted 
in his refusal to open the door. One of the Dal- 
tons then shouted that he had placed dyna- 
mite under the car and would blow it toatoms 
if the door was not opened, firing by way of 
emphasis several shots into the car, which 
passed uncomfortably near the head of the 
messenger. 

GOT THE PLUNDER. 

Atthisthe messenger gave in and opened 
the door. The three men sprang into the 
car, and while one covered the terrified 
messenger with his gun the other two turned 
their attention to the safe. The work of 
blowing it open was soon accomplished and 
the contents quickly extracted. After re- 
lieving the messenger of his watch the rob- 
bers bound him and dumped him inacorner 
ofthecar. They then leaped tothe ground 
and, after firing several more shots, disap- 
peared, 

After it became a certainty that the robbers 
had gone, the train started for Adair. As 
s00n as the station was reached the alarm 
was gived, a posse hastily formed and a 
return to the scene of the robbery made. No 
trace of the thieves was discernible. That 
they were members of the Dalton gang, 
headed by the Daltons themselves, is known 
beyond peradventure. 

The officials here are reticent as tothe 
amount of money received by the thieves, 
but the sum given above is vouched for by an 
official of the express company here. 

The railroad people, while admiting the 
facts stated, express surprise that the affair 
should have taken place without loss of life. 
Capt. Kinney, the chief of detectives, is a 
man noted for his bravery, and the odds 
must have been greatly against him to force 
a retreat on his part. 

A BOLD CRIME, 

The gang has camped inthe Territory for 
some time past, between Prior Creek and the 
place where the crime was committed. Last 
night about 9 o’clock they made their way to 
Adair. Bringing their Winchesters to bear 
upon the station agent they proceeded to 
ransack the station of all the valuables, 
This accomplished they quietly set about the 
attack of the south-bound passenger train, 
due there at 9:45 p.m. The entire contents 
of the safe were secured. In the skirmish that 
took place between Capt. Kinney, chief rail- 
- road detective force, and the Indian guards, 
while the robbery was taking place, Mr. 
Kinney received a slight wound in the 
shoulder and one of the guards received a 
bullet in his leg. 

Itis learned to-day that the other men 
wounded by the robbers were Drs. Young- 
blood and W. L. Goff. Two stray bullets en- 
. tered a drug store up town and struck Young-

While the three robbers were in the express 
car another robber was seen to back a spring 
wagon up to the door of the carand the con- 
tents of the safe were thrown intothe wagon. 

KINNEY AND HIS MEN BEATEN OFF. 

From passengers on the train it is learned 
that when the train stopped at Adair Capt. J. 
J. Kinney, chief of the detective rorce of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas; Capt. Lafiore, 
chief of the Indian police, and seven other 
guards, were in the smoking carof the train, 
being there expressly to protect the train 
from any attack from robbers. The 
robbers, the moment the train stopped 
commenced firing their Winchesters, an 
kept the firing up until they 
had accomplished their aims. Kinney 
and his men opened on the robbers, and for 
atime buliets were flying thick and fast. In 
the melee Kinney received a fiesh wound in 
the right shoulder, Laflore had one arm 
Slightly burned, and a guard bythe nameof 
Ward received aslight flesh wound. Those 
were the only casualties so far as known, ex- 
cept the wounding of Goff and Youngblood 
by stray bullets, as stated above. After the 
robbers had loaded their plunder into the 
spring wagon, ata given signal they started 
down the road, headed forthe woods, and 
after firing a parting shotatthe train were 
lost to view. 

Vice-President Purdy and his secretary, J. 
H. Hill, Superintendent of Transportation 
Sweeney, Division Superintendent Welsh and 


arrival of No. 2and at once instituted ingui- 
ries regarding the robbery. Vice-President 
Purdy wired Capt. Kinney, whocameas far 
as Vinita to procure a strong guard and over- 
take and capture the rolbers atall hazards 
or expense. The robbels were seen after 
daybreak this morning in the vicinity of 
Adair. 

When the Post-DIsPaTcH reporter saw Ex- 
press Messenger Williams on thearrival of 
the trainat Parsons, he fully corroborated 
the account of the robbery as wired from 
Adairthis morning. He stated thathe did 
not know how to openthe safe, as he was 
ignorant of the combination, and that if had 
it to doover hecould not open it again to 
save his life. ‘ 

EXPLOITS OF THE DALTONS, 

All train robberies which have occurred in 
the Southwest within the past few years are 
charged up to the Dalton gang. Theirrecord 
of crime is almost equaltothe famous band 
of the James and Younger brothers of Mis- 
sourl. Grattan and Dean Daltonare now in 
California prisons for train robbery in that 
State, though some of their most daring lieu- 
tenants are stillatlarge. It was this gang 
which held up a Santa Fetrain at Wharton, 
in the Territory, a yearago the lith of last 
month. On that occasion the coolness of an 
express messenger saved his company many 
thousands of dollars. Masked robbers 
stopped the train and had the employes un- 
der guard. The engine, express and mail 
cars were cut loose from the train, after 
which the thieves went through the mall and 
baggage cars and secured $400. 

In the meantime, the messenger had hid 
the valuables in places of safety,and when 
the bandits came to hiscar, he resisted, but 
finally letthemin. With feigned reluctance, 
atthecommand of the leader of the gang, 
he handed out a package which he said gvas 
a valuable money one, but which really had 
nothing but unnegotiable securities. They 
did find $500in an out-of-the-way place, but 
got none ofthe bigsumsthat had been con- 
cealed in other parts of thecar. The rob- 
bers were never captured. 

THE RED ROCK ROBBERY. 

The most recent exploit of this band is 
fresh in the minds ofthe public. It was the 
robbery of the Chicagoand Galveston Ex- 
press over the Santa Fe road at Ked Rock, a 
point inthe Indian Territory, not far from 
Gutnrie. Red Rockis a water station and 
just as the train was starting up 
two masked men jumped uponthe engine 
and with Winchesters compelled Engineer 
Carl Mack to stopthe train. The engineer 
and his firemen were then compelled to de- 
scend from the engine. Herethey found four 
other masked men who went to the mail-car 
and compelled Messengers Williams and 
Traylor todismount from the mali-car. The 
express-car was next, and was the objective 
pointof the robbers. Fireman Rogers was 
compelled to break in the door of the express 
car with a pick, while the two masked men 
stood near. ‘The other four robbers kept 
up a continual firing through the sides of the 
car. The express messenger returned the 
fire through the door, perforating Rogers’ 
clothes with several bullets. 

Assoonasthe door gave way Rogers was 
pushed inandthetwo robbers followed the 
express messenger. Whittlesy and Richey 
then surrendered and Fireman Rogers was 
compelied to break open the safe witha 
sledge, the thieves then helping themselves 
to the contents and relieving Richey of $50 
anda gold watch. The thieves went out, 
and, mounting their horses, rode away. 
They were uniucky in the selection of the 
night, as the express business was small and 
they did not secure more than $5,000. Only 
two nights before this the train carried 
$50, 


HE WAS A MISSOURIAN. 
MARQUARD, Mo., July 15.—Dr. Wm. Goff, 
the young physician killed while witnessing 


a train robbery last night, was the third son 
of Dr. Wm. Goff of Freuvericktown, Mo. 


STATEMENTS OF PASSENGERS. 

SEDALIA, Mo., July 15.—The express train 
robbed at Adair, I. T., last night arrived 
here at 9:45 this morning and many 
of the passengers tell of hair breadth 
escapes. AS it was the robbers 
succeeded in getting away with a supposed 
suim of $40,000, killing one man and wounding 
several others. Capt. J. J. Kinney of this 
city, Chief of the M., K. &T. detective force, 
received a bad flesh wound, but is still on 


duty, having got off the train at Vinita,where 
he has already organized a squad in pursuit 
of the robbers. 

Henry Lewis, a prominet groceryman in 
business at McKinney, Tex., en route for 
Louisville, Ky., accompanied by his wife, 
had taken passage at that place and were oc- 
cupying a sleeper. 

**The attack was not wholly unexpected by 
me,’’ said Mr. Lewis. ‘‘l had an inkling 
that trouble was expected and | 
came very near leaving the 
train when we reached Muskogee. 
I was reading a paper and my wife was 
asleep When tuetrain pulled into the little 
town of Adair. The cars had hardly time 
to slow up when a rattling rifle firing 
instantly opened. 1 knew at once that we 
were in the hands of train robbers, and I 
made such disposition oO 
money and personal property as I 
In a brief interval of 
firing, I noticed a gentleman who afterwards 

roved to be Detective John J. Kinney, rush 
nto the frontof the sleeper and order the 
porter to put all the lights out. 

‘‘The Indian police, numbering six or 
seven, were taken On at Muskogee and McAI- 
lister, some time before Wwe reached Adair; 
I should judge it was about 9:45 
o’clock at night when the train reached 
that point. The firing must have continued 
a half hour, in fact it seemed three times 
thatlongtome. None of the bullets struck 
the sleeper and nobody occupying it was 
hurt.’’ 

Jobn Sullivan, newsboy, who was on the 
train, tells the following tale: 

‘*‘We had peen talking, Conductor Scales 
and myself, when we pulled into Adair 
about 9:40 p. m. Whepb the train stopped 
at the station Scales, the porter and 
myself were on the platform, The conductor 
gave the signalto go ahead and yelled ‘*All 
aboatd,’’ when a masked man shoved a Win- 
chester in his faee and told him to elevate 
his hands. He-complied with his demand 
a . Iwas not molested, but stood 
on the tform. 

‘eAbout this time the brakeman came run- 
ning up with a Winchester, but was prompt- 

haltedand disarmed,

Dagyageman and several of the 
sengers went to the spot, where the 
two men, citizens of Adair, 
had been shot. Both of them were too weak 
to move and had to be carried to the train. 
One man who was shot through the knee had 
his leg amputated at Vinita.’ 

This was Dr. Goff, who has since died. 


It Was the Pacific Express Co. 

The Pacific Express Co. was the sufferer in 
the above train robbery, and from facts 
given out at the St. Louis end of the line it is 
apparent that the attack of the Dalton gang 
on the express car had been expected and 


| that a desperate fight followed. It. has 


already developed into a tragedy, as 
a telegram was received in St. Louls 
this morning stating that one of the 
physicians reported to have been wounded 
during the attack had died to-day. The 
physician’s name was not given, or at least 
it was not made public by the Pacific Express 
or Missouri, Kansas & Texas Officials in St. 
Louis. Supt. Fuller of the Pacific Express 


Co. was seen this morning by a Post -Dis- 
PATCH reporter and said: 

‘*‘We received a telegram this morning 
notifying us of the robbery of our car on the 
M., K. &T. Railroad at Adair Station in the 
Indian Territory last night, and I have been 
notified since that one of the passengers, a 

hysician, who had been wounded, has just 
Sied. Beyond this I have no details, but have 
already communicated with the M., K. & T. 
officials here, and we will work together in 
whatever action is taken in the case. 

‘*‘The loss to the Pacific Express Co, 
could not have been very heavy, as the train 
was north-bound, and north-bound money 
shipments are very light at this season of the 
year. No, theloss will not amount to $10,000, 
nor to anything like that sum. 

**The attack on the train had been expected 
asthe M., K. &T. people and ourselves had 
been notified that the Dalton gang was in 
that section of the Territory. Yor that 
reason Capt. J. . Kinney, Chief of 
the M., K. &T. detective force, and Lieut. 
Laflore—not Saflore, as has been incorrectly 
reported—of the Indian police, were on board 
the train, armed and ready to resist attack. 
Kinney Lad been sentinto the Indian Terri- 
tory as soon as it was reported that gthe Dal- 
ton gang were there. His headquarters are 
at Sedalia, Mo. Idonot know how many of 
his men he took with him, ifany, nor have I 
as yetany reportastohow the attack was 
made on the train.’’ 

The M. K. &T.officialsin this city were next 
seen but stated that the road was not pre- 
pared to give out any information of the 
robbery as yet. Itis likely that some of the 
express money shipments stolen were con- 
signed to St. Louis parties, as Supt. Fuller of 
— Pacific stated that such was very prob- 
able. 

Capt. J. J. Kinney, reported wounded, has 
been with the M., K. &T. road as chief of 
their detective bureau for six years past, 
with headquarters in Sedalia. He is well 
known in St. Louis, having lived here at one 
time. itis not known yet how seriously he 
isinjured. Lieut. Lafiore is said to be one of 
the best and bravest officers in the Indian 
police, so it is likely that details of the affair 
at Adair Station will show that a desperate 
resistance was made. 


NATIONAL EDUCATORS. 


The OClosing Day of the Association at 
Saratoga. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., July 15.—The Methodist 
Church was well filled with members of the 
National Educational Association when that 
body met there for the fourth and last day’s 
session this morning. After some routine 
business had been transacted Hon. E. L. 
Wolf of Jefferson City, Mo., read a paper 
on ‘*To What Extent Can a School System 
Be Improved by Legislation?’’ 


This paper takes strong ground in favor of such 
legisiation as will secure the best results for the 
outlay: considers schoo! legisiation an unyielding 
armor which must be moditied from time to time as 
the educational system grows: favors school town- 
ship organization; the articulation of the common 
schools, secondary schools and university; a county 
superintendent appointed by a board of from six to 
twelve members elected by the people, as in towns 
and cities; s® reform of the common school 
course of study by introducing the 
natural sciences and history’ in the lower 
grades, and cutting down geography and arithmetic; 
abandoning compound numbers, proportions, arith- 
metical and geometrical progression and introduc- 
ing the metric system and areform of orthography; 
discusses text-book legisiation without taking 
grounds; favors the distribution by the State edu- 
cational department among school officers, of plans 
and specifications of school houses. 

The paper recognizes that many of these reforms 
are not possible now, butfavorsan educational 
committee or commission ineach State to decide 
from time to time the practical reform for that State, 
embody itin the form ofa bill and press it by organ- 
ized effort upon the Legislature. 


This paper was discussed for half an hour 
by Supt. D. J. Waller, Jr., of Harrisburg, 
Pa.; Supt. W. H. Anderson of Wheeling, W. 
Va., and Supt. Oscar H. Cooper of Galveston, 
Tex. 

Supt. L. H. Jones of Indianapolis, Ind., 
then read a paper on ‘‘7he School and the 
Criminal.’’ 


The full treatment of my theme would require an 
avalysis of four heads, viz.: 1. The school as itis, 
i. e.; the actualschool, 2. The school as it should 
be, i. @.; the ideal cr possible school. 3. The 
criminal as a product of definite factors. 4. The 
criminal as a possible subject of remedial agencies. 
On the actual school, then, I can oniy say in passing, 
that it is poor enough to justify almost anything 
said of it y its enemies; or at least so 
it would compared with the 
ideal school, seen by itself, however, 
orcompared with the other actual institutions, it 
assumes a perfection quite gratifying to its friends. 
At leastit needs to be defended against but one of 
the charges made against it by its traducers, viz: 
that It is a factor in the production of criminals, 

A study of the criminal as a product of certain 
agencies will show us how to make the school the 
best possible preventive agency against crime. So- 
ciety creates its own criminals. I mean this ina 
new sense. Inaprimitive state there are no crim- 
inals, because there are no lnws; there are no laws 
because there is no quickened public conscience out 
ofwhich the idea can grow. As mankind emerges 
from barbarism, the laggard becomes the criminal. 
Heis one whose practices offend the public taste and 
conscience, and who becomes amenable to the for- 
mulated taste and conscience of the upper stratum. 
As fast as institutional life becomes possible the 
force of these institutions is turned upon this same 
laggard to civilize him, If possible, to a degree which 
| makes companionship with him possible; but if he is 
| not sufficiently developed to be iifted into commu- 
| nion with hisself-appointed censers, those same in- 
| stitetions are calle — to separate him as acrimi- 
| nal from his fellows. So op throughout the evolution 

of institutionai life, the rising culture of taste and 
|; conscience marks off anever increasing nuinber of 
actions as beneath the low-water mark of social pro- 
priety or the public sense of justice; and. so it hap- 
pens that the country of greatest enlightenment 
will, in general, exhibitthe largest list of criminal 
offenses. Thus the criminal in any civilization Is 
he whose taste is low, whose nature is coarse, whose 

erception is full, whose selfishnessis in excess, 
Now, the pupil hasin him the germ of all thatts 
ood, and the negative possibility of all that is evil. 
he school should nourish the germs of character 
and starve the negative tendencies toevil. If the 
child is to be saved atallitistobe through the de- 
velopment in him of character, and this development 
comes through actionand reaction of teacher and 


upil. 
he first action and reaction of teacher and + 
arise when they first meet, and have reference to the 
regulation of conduct. But no regulaton should be 
made thatisnot in the interestof the pupil; and 
only in a secondary sense can the teacher or parent 
be considered inthis connection. Kach regulation 
of the school must defend itself on the ground of its 
necessity to the welibeing and normal development 
ofthe pupil, and not inany sense on the will or 
pleasure of the teacher. Indeed, the teacher him- 
self, together with the pupil, is amenaie to law and 
order—not of course to the same law and order, be- 
cause they are the different but compiementary or- 
gans ofthe school, but there must be no arbitrari- 
ness. Thiee great laws ofthe school will manifest 
themselvesatonce. They are the laws of prompt- 
ness, regularity and silence.

The Homestead Men Will Battle 
Against Carnegie. 


Physical Force Will Be Supplanted by 
the Boycott. 


ONLY AGAINST PINKERTONS WILL WIN- 
CHESTERS BE USED. 


Moral Buasioh Relied On to Prevent Non- 
Unionists From Going to Work—The 
Camp Disturbed by Rumors of An 1In- 
tended Attack—The Leaders May Be 
Arrested—Powderly’s Letters. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 15.—In discussing 
the situation to-day Hugh O’Donnell said: 
‘*‘We willfight this strike out on legitimate 
lines. The Pinkerton incident has put a false 
complexion on affairs and changed the chan- 
nel of public estimation of our rights and 
wrongs. Many peoplethink we intend en- 
deavoring to maintain our position by law- 
less means. Such never wis our intention. 
The workman’s only effective weapon, the 
boycott, willbe employed, and we will en- 
deavor to strike a blow at Carnegie’s every 
industry. 

‘*‘It is stated that he Mtends starving us 
into submission. We have not as much 
money as he, but we are Willing to meet him 
on his own grounds. Such assistance as the 
strike of the Lawrenceville mills and action 
of the carpenters in refusing to work in 
buildings where Carnegie beams or materials 
are used; that we want. Help us that way 
and we will win.’’ 

‘*I’ll guarantee there will be no harm 
offered non-union miem coming here, butiI 
can not offer the same protection guarantee 
to Pinkertons, for every aman; woman and 
child in Homestead goes wild at the mention 
of one.’’ 

Mr. O’Donnell was asked what chance the 
Carnegies have to start the mill with desert- 
ers from the Amalgamated ranks. ‘‘None 
in the world,’’ hesaid. There is nota man 
who will desert the association—not a single 
man. There has probably never been such a 
unanimity of opinion in a strike in this coun- 
try and we will present an unbroken front to 
theend, Mr. Carnegie. may be able to get 
non-union laborers, helpers, blacksmiths, 
mechanics, carpenters and painters, but all 
of these have to depend on the skilled men 
who make the steel. 

‘*Without rollers, heaters, Shearers, cut- 
ters and other skilled workmen the mills can- 
not start, and itis this class of men who will 
hold out to the last.’’ 

The entire force of assistants tothe civil en- 

heers in the employ of the ‘Curnegie Stee! 
Co. struck this morning out of sympathy for 
the locked-out men. They had no grievances 
of theirown. This will stup all butside work 
until a new force can be secured, 


ALL FOR PEACE. 

In Homestead citizens all unite to- 
day in one sentiment, ‘*We want 
no more violence,’’ and declare that, 
save for the return of the Pinkertons 
only, will they resort toany. + Tnere has been 
a great change in a week, and the men be- 
lieve themselves thoroughly in earnest and 
to-day declare that even the presence of non- 
union men would not provoke them toa 
preach of the peace, although they would use 
all moral suasion possible to induce such per- 
sons to leave town. As anevidence of this 
sentiment, the telegram of Mr. Hugh O’Don- 
nell to Attorney-General W.U. Hensel is strik- 
ing. Inthe offerto return the Winchesters 
to the proper parties Mr. O’Donnell merely 
demonstrated the general desireofthe mill 
workers to conduct the wage conflict on lines 
other then those which led so many /posses- 
sors of the captured guns to say last week 
with significance, ‘‘To the victors belong 
the spoils.’’ 

Every member of the old Advisory Board 
to-day will repeat that he is willing that the 
Sheriff should send deputies into the 
mill or that he assume control of the 
Carnegie mill, and the locked-out men 
will not attempt to pass the 
guards. The men, of course, are as watch- 
fulas they ever were and constantly flying 
rumors of non-union men coming serve to 
nourish their vigilance. Yet itis safe to say 
that no harm would be donethem. Last 
night the men argued witha non-union man 
for two hours and finally he returned to 
Pittsburg. All the time, however, not one 
personal threat was made against him, 

THE CAMP AROUSED. 

About 1:80.0’clock this morning there was 
a hurried beating to arms throughout the 
second brigade anda scurrying of officers, 
which was very warlike. Information had 
been received that the camp was to be at- 
tacked from the rear by the locked-out men 
nefore daylight. Where the rumor came 
from no one knew, but it was sufficient to 
arouse the entire brigade, to have the 
guards doubled everywhere andto keep the 
Sixteenth Regiment under arms all night. 
Meanwhile the locked-out hen slept peace- 
fully in bed, totally unaware of the alarm 
they were causing in camp. 

At an early hour this morning the guards 
around the mill fence were tripled so that 
now the guardsmen are only 4 few feet apart 
around the entire plant. 

Whether this is caused by the beating of 
the long roll or by information of a proposed 
invasion of the mill cannot yet be con- 
jectured. 

The locked-out men certainly look upon it 
as evidence that non-union men are to be 
put on to-day, but such rumorse 
have been fying freely lately 
and they are coming to be dis- 
credited. The Eighth Regiment relieved the 
Fifteenth from provost guard duty this 
morning. The regimental orders for th 
Eighteenth are stricter than even the Fif- 
teenth received and military lines are being 
drawn closer. It ts pelieved that the inten. 
tion is to gradually place the borough under

At first the troops were regarded as so 

many fellow-workmen temporarily wearing 
the State uniform and required to preserve 
order, yetin sympathy with the locked-out 
employes of the Carnegie mills in their ight 
against grasping capital, non-union labor 
and the Pinkertons. Tne advisers and lead- 
ers of the men told them that the troops were 
coming as their friends, and when the boys 
in blue mingled with the townspeople, drank 
beer with the steel workers and gave them 
cartridges in exchange for relics of the fight 
with the Pinkertons, this feeling prevailed. 
But after the first day the lines have gradu- 
ally tightened and strict discipline prevails 
inthe campintown. The soldiers are under 
orders not to talk with the mill men, and 
those who cannot show twenty rounds of 
cartridges have been reprimanded and dis- 
ciplined. 

Last night when picket lines were thrown 
out around the Carnegie mills and soldiers 
stood within balf a dozen paces of each other 
along City Farm lane, on one side of which is 
the borough of Homestead and on the other 
the celebrated stockade which Mr. Frick 
placed around the mill in good season, the 
situation was madecleartothe men. Those 
who were halted at the point of the bayonet 
when they attempted to pass down Eighth 
avenue in front of the mill, became indignant 
and began to gatheratthe mill. Down along 
the tracks of the P. ,Mc.K.& Y. railroad, which 
runs through the Carnegie property, several 
gangs of men were dispersed by the patrol at 
2 and 3 o’clock this morning. 

The special policemen of the borough or- 


dered these men to go to their homes, but the 


men refused and would not move on, The 
patrol then tookthe matter in hand and 
cleared the streets. The mill men had been 
drinking and indulged in loud talk, defying 


the military authorities as wellas the local

police, 
erty a crowd of excited strikers gathered and 

blocked the sidewalk nearly all night. They 

taunted the soldiers whose picket line was 
not twenty feet away, and refused to go to 

their homes when asked by their leaders, who 

feared a collision. 

ARRESTED BY SOLDIERS. 

The first clash between the civil and the 
military authorities occurred shortly after 
midnight. Amos Stewart, the High Con- 
stable of the borough, was arrested by 
the patrol and placed in the guard-house un- 
til morning. He had been drinking too 
freely, and finally became so boisterous that 
the patrol Ordered him to go home. He 
refused and declared that no brass- buttoned 
militia men could take himin. He was re- 
leased at 8 o’clock this morning. Rumors of 
the coming of-.non-union men were cur- 
rent during the nightand caused excitement 
among both soldiers and strikers. Some 
of the former who were on duty sent tele- 
grams to thelr families, and the Advisory 
Committee of the mill men got together at 
midnight and sent out scouts to intercept the 
new men. These scouts were directed to use 
arguments énly, and to explain the situation 
and appeal to the men as fellow workmen 
and ask them forthe sakeof the wives and 
families at Homestead to remain away. They 
were instructed to ask the menif they are 
coming here to take the .places of the mill 
men because they needed help for them- 
selves. If they replied in the affirmative they 
were to be offered assistance until they could 
The river front was 
watched all right by the strikers and re- 
porters but there were no signs of the men. 

The rifteanth Regiment remained on “duty 
this morning, andthe lines of pickets sur- 
rounding the mill was not removed, Platoons 
ofthe provost guard patrolled the strests, 
and pickets were stationed at the depot, 
along the railroad and at the intersection of 
the principal streets. The townspeople are 
getting accustomed to the presence of the 
troops and business Is lively at all the stores. 
The telegraph offices and headquarters of the 
newspaper men are visited frequently by mill 
men anxious to learn ifany news of the ap- 
proach of non-union men has been reported. 

FINANCIAL AID PROFFERED. . 

Offers of financial aid were received by the 
leaders, making in all 652 such proffers. The 
men believe that in a week they could collect 
$10,000 from various labor organizations to be 
devoted to the payment of day workmen. 

The Advisory Board last night denied that 
it had sent messages to the Union Iron-works 
employes and Beaver Falls working men urg- 
ing them nottostrike. They say that while 
such action must be indorsed by the General 
Executive Board, yet the strike of these men 
would be accepted asa grateful evidence of 
sympathy. A meeting of all the locked out 
men is in session this morning to take action 
upon the other mill workers striking, and 
also matters more nearly connected with the 
Homestead situation, 

FILLING HUNGRY MOUTHS, 

The question of relief, ——— among the 
locked-out Hungarian workmen, is assuming 
serious proportions. Many of them are said 
to be without the necessaries of life, andthe 
mass-meeting of the locked-out steel work- 
ers, called at the Rink this morning, was 
called to provide for these people. 
The treasury of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion is full of money, not a dollar having 
been up tothe present time spent onthe 
strike, andthe members of the association 
say that none of their members will need 
help for amonth to come. The trouble is 
among the workmen who are not members of 
the association, the day laborers among 
the mills who have lost their employment in 
the shutdown. Just what measures will be 
taken for their subsistence is not Known as 
yet, butitis believed that the Amalgamated 
Association will charge itself with their sup- 
port. The meeting, which is now in progress, 
isa secret one, but the strike leaders openly 
express their opinion thatthe Hungarians 
must be taken care of. 

A number of operators in the mechanical 
departments of the mill are preparing to 
leave the town, as they have. assurance of 
jobs elsewhere. The tonnage men are as- 
sisting the mechanicsto get their tools. The 
mechanics will return if the locked-out men 
winthe fight. There is no objection on the 
part of the Amalgamated men toa number of 
mechanics who have little or no money going 
elsewhere for work. 

RUMORS OF NON-UNIONISTS COMING. 

The non-union scare is upon the town; at 
least haifa dozen rumors are current about 
train loads and boat loads of: biack sheep, 
who arecominginfrom different directions, 
The Advisory Committee has information 
that a large body of workmen has been gath- 
ered and is now somewhere in Pittsburg. A 
committee of strikers has been sent down to 
town to investigate and treport the facts. In 
talking the matter over this morning,the Ad- 
visory Committee reiterated the determina- 
tion of last night to sternly repress at- 
tempt to coerce -or intimidate the non-union 
men. The men, when they come, will be 
met and talked with, but there will be no op: 
position offered if they choose to go into the 
works. Rumors vary about the number of 
men Manager Frick has secured, the esti- 
mates running from 60 to 400. Labor Unions 
in other cities are keeping the Amalgamated 
Association advised of the efforts 
of the Carnegie company to secure labor. 
The efforts are said to be confined to Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis, and in each of 
these cities some have been secured, although 
the reports of the numbers received here are 
very contradictory. However this may be 
the fact is conceded that a body of 
non-union men has been secured by the 
Carnegie men, and that

Samuel Fallows of Chicago, Bishop of the 
Episcopal Ohurch. Bishop Fallows 1s enroute 
to his home from the Christian Endeavor 
convention in New York and he came toin- 
vestigate the condition of affairs of his own 
accord and as he expressed it ‘‘to look into 
the faces of the people.’’ The Bishop 

admitted to the meeting and 
eeted with applause when 
’Donnell introduced him. His 
remarks were frequently applauded. Bishop 
Fallows talxed of the rights of laborto or- 
nizeand advised a settlement of the dif- 
culties by means of arbitration. He said 
the law of the State and of the nation should 
be upheld and pointed out to his hearers 
the victory to be gained by a peaceful settle- 
ment of the difference between the Carnegie 
company and themselves.

SECRETARY LOVEJOY THINKS FORMER EM- 
PLOYES WILL RETURN TO WORK. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., July 15.—The men at the 
Union Mills of the Carnegie Co., on Twenty- 
elghth and Thirty-third streets, have locked 
themselves out and they will have to wait 
until the company unlocks the gates before 


they go back. This ts the conclusion of the 
company, as expressed by Mr. Lovejoy, who 
this morning said: ‘‘If these men who quit 
yesterday think they can strikeand go in and 
out of our property and go to work when 
they please and quit when they please they 
are very much mistaken. They will not be 
permitted to go back untilthe company says 
so, nor will they go back under the same 
terms and considerations. They broke the 
contract they had with us and anew one 
will have to be made before they can work 
forus. Thisistheirown doing, and having 
broken the contract, We propose to say when 
and under what terms they shall return. 

‘*If they wait, as they say they will, until 
we agree toa conference with the Amalga- 
mated menat Homestead they will have to 
wait a long time for sucha conference to 
take place. The mills will remain idle until 
we get ready to start them, when we will do 
so. Ican state positively that within a week 
we can get enough men to run full atthe

plant, and wecould dothis if we so desired, 
but we will not start full. When we get 
ready we will start with rough men to run 
the mill and give ouro'!d men a last oppor- 
tunity to return to work. We prefer them 
and they prefer to work forus.

EVIDENCE THAT. WAS KEPT FROM THE 
MORONER’S INQUEST. 


Circuit Clerk Wolf of Clayton Said to Have 
@ Knife Which Was in Maj. Smith’s 
Hand When He Attacked the Sheriff— 
Mr. Phil Chew Gives Important Evi- 
@Gence Whieh Coroner Caster Neg- 
leeted—Theory of the Defense.

of self-defense when he is put on trial 
* forthe killing of Maj. W.S. Smith at OClay- 
‘ton Wednesday. Attorneys Zach Mitchell 
and J. R. Warfield, who have been employed 
‘Dy the Sherif to defend him, have not 
Deen anxious to get the evidence in the case 
before the public, and were pleased yester- 
day when they saw that Coroner M. W. 
Caster was taking the inauest along most 
superficially. They aim to keep the facts of 
thetragedy hid in as much confusion pub- 
licly as possibile, while privately they get up 
‘their evidence to sustain the self-defense 
plea. In. this they were helped by 
‘the testimony given by the witnesses before 
‘the Ooroner’s jury. The witnesses contra- 
Micted each other, and Judge A. J. Shores 
even eontradicted himself. Two hours after 
the shooting he told a Post-DispaTcH re- 

r that there were three shots fired by the 
‘Bheriff. Before the Coroner’s Jury hé swore 
there were four shots fired. He said that 
‘Smith did not strike the Sheriff, but the two 
‘men clinched withouta blow. Hisson, Will 
Shores, testified that Smith struck at the 
Sherif and he saw the Sheriff’s hat fly off. 

Judge Shores further said that he was so 
agitated at the time that his memory of the 
“scene was very indefinite. Of course, alaw- 
yer could, by hisown confession, tear his 
‘story to tatters before a jury if he wanted to 
The defense that the lawyers of 
Sheriff Dosenbach intend at present to set up 
‘for their client is: 

SHERIFF DOSENBACH’S DEFENSE. 

First, that Maj. Smith wasa much larger 
man thanthe Sheriff and the Sheriff had 
reason to believe when the Major started 
towards him that he was in great bodily 
Ganger. 

Second. That Maj. Smith struck the Sheriff 
‘fimthe faceand knocked his hat of before a 
shot was fired, 

Third. That Maj. Smith hada pocket knife 
‘In his hand when he rose and made at the 
Sheriff. 

It will be easy to prove the first two claims 
to the satisfaction of a jury by competent 
witnesses. Will Shores’ testimony about the 
blow is very straightforward. He said he 
did not see the first of Maj. 
Smith land, but he saw him 
strike and saw the Sheriff’s hat 
falito the floor. The difference in size in 
favor of Maj. Smith can be proved by any- 
body who knew thetwo men. But it will not 
"be possible to prove that Maj. Smith had a 
knife in his hand when the fight began. This 
story was current in Clayton shortly after 
the tragedy occurred, but it seems now to 
have been only a rumor. Mike Fortin, who 
keeps a restaurant opposite the Court-house, 
‘and usedgto be a deputy sheriff in St. Louls, 
said to a Post-DrsPatcu reporter less than 
two hours after the death of Maj, Smith: 

*“‘They’re saying around here that Smith 
had a knife when Dosenbach shot him. I 
don’t think that would have been anything 
to be afraid of. Smith was cleaning bis 

and he dropped the knife when 
he started for Dosenbach, and it was found 
ce where he had been sitting.’’ 

Ju Shores was asked that morning if 
@mith had a knife, and replied that he didn’t 
‘think he did, but he wasn’tclear about it. 
He was too muchovercome atthat time to

Ernest's sister did not 
approve of his associating with the Flanni- 
gans because they were Irish, and frequent 
quarrels resulted. These quarrels were triv- 
lal matters when compared to the eruption 
that ensued when, on July 4, Ernest an- 
nounced that he was engaged tothe girl ana 
that ghey would be married in August. 
Ernest says thatwhen he made the above 
announcement his sister and her husband 
tried to dissuade him from marrying the 
girland alleges that when he refused to 
break the engagement they ordered him out 
of the house and threw his trunk after him. 

STILL PURSUED HIM. 

Ernest then went to live with his pros- 
pective mother-in-law. When hig sister 
learned where he had gone, he says 
she started libelous reports concerning his 
relations with the girl. On accountof these 
alleged reports they agreed to get married 
the next evening. 

His sister, Ernest says, heard when the 
marriage was totake place and threatened 
to stop the ceremony, if they attempted to 
be married in Mrs, Flannigan’s house. On 
this account, Ernest says, it was agreed that 
the ceremony should take place at St. Law- 
rence O’Toole’s Chureh. 

THREW SLOPS ON THEM. 

‘*On the evening of the marriage,’’ Ernest 
says, ‘‘we thought we would siipout the 
back way toayoid my sisterwho we knew 
was waiting for usto goto thechurch. Just 
as we came outof the kitchen my sister, 
with a.shout, threw a bucketful of slops upon 
us. We were both compelled to return to the 
house and change clothes. When we started 
out again my sister, with others, followed us 
to the church, cursing us and throwing rocks 
at us. After the ceremony was periormed 
Father Watson told ustuattoavoid trouble 
we had better go home by anotherroute. We 
went out the back entrance of his house and 
managed to get home without being mo- 
lested. 

‘*The next morning when we went out on 
the street Il saw my photograph with that of 
a dog posted against the house. Under the 
picture of the dog was writtenan offensive 
title. I tore the pictures down and took 
them into the house. Several days later my 
wife was again drenched with slops while out 
in the back yard. 

‘*Last Friday evening a boy came to the 
Lafayette Brewery, wherelI have charge of 
the delivery wagons, and told me that 
Kessler, withtwo men were ‘laying’ for me 
inan alley* went home by a roundabout 
wey andavoided them.

PLEADED WITH A MOB. 


A NEGRO WIFE MURDERER NARROWLY ESCAPE 
LYNCHING. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 15,—The details of 
a brutal murder, committed by a colored 
preacher in Union County, were received 
here to-day. Eleven miles east of Eidorado 
lived Luke Tatum, a negro preacher, and his 
wife, Eliza Tatum. Sunday morning the 
preacher whipped his wife and then left to 
fillhis appointment. At the conclusion of 


the services inthe little church near Moro, 
he returned to his home and, finding his 
wife absent, went in search of her. A few 
hundred yards from the house 
he found her in company 
with a negro. He induced her to return 
home with him and that was the last seen of 
heralive. Yesterday her dead body was dis- 
covered by the roadside close to where he 
had met with a ghastly wound in her head 
from which her brains protruded, the blow 
having been dealt her by her husband, who 
used a pine knot in. slaying .

4A WOMAN SENTENCED TO THE PENITENTIARY 
FOR ARSON. 

FREDERICKTOWN, Mo., July 15.—Mary F. 
Gray, who was tried and convicted Aug. 24, 
1891, on the charge of poisoning her husband, 
Robert B. Gray, was to-day sentenced toa 
five years’ term in the penitentiary on the

A. Hudson of St. Louis on 
June 6, The houses, except the last, belonged 
to B. B: Cahoon of Fredericktown and were 
on the Gray farm. 

She claimed that the attorney’ who de- 
fended her in the polsoning case, Wm. Nollie 
and Caboon, had robbed her of her property. 
and for months past she has been threaten- 
ing to geteven. ‘ihe oft recurring fires, the 
continued threats, her residence upon the 
property and the pecullar circumstances 
under which each fire originated centered 
suspicion upon her. The trial commenced 
yoetereny and after a hearing and a power- 

ul effort on the part of ber attorneys to save 
her, the jury rendered a verdict of guilt 
five minutes after the case was submitted. 

She was sentenced this afternoon and is 
now on the way to the penitentiary. 

She had no’money to secure assistance; the 
whole community was prejudiced and in 
favor ofaconviction on general principles; 
she had no time for preparation, but went to 
trial on the spur of the moment, and now 
after she is convicted sentiment has changed.

A PROMINENT PARTY LEADER TALKS 
DISCOURAGINGLY. 


~ 


New Questions Raised on Which No Esti- 
mate Can Be Based—Hon. A. E. Steven- 
son En Route to New York to Receive 
the Notification Committee—Political 
Notes. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 15.—‘*What do you 
think the chances of success are for the Re- 
publican party in this State this fall?’’ was 
asked of an old-time politician of this city 
and State. 

**To speak the truth, I donot think they 
are very brilliant,’’ he answered. 

**What are your reasons for the conclusion 
you arrive at?’’ 

**They are various. There are a number of 
elements at work in the State this year that 
were never known before. A political change 
seems to be the feeling, and that change 
is most strongly developed in the young men. 
Why, ayoung man came into my office here 
the other day and made himself known to me 
as a leader of a certain element in this city 
and this section of the State. He was a 
Republican, but I neither knew him 
nor did I ever hear of his name before. 
These younger men of both parties aré tak- 
ing the reins in their hands, and we older 
men are being left behind. For myself, I feel 
giad ofit. Iam gettingold andam out of 
politics and want to attend to my private 
business, take my ease and be left alone in 
peace; but still I cannot help observing the 
adrift of events. None of the old wheel- 
horses of the party seem to take any active 
interest this year. They are staying at 
home, and,in my estimation, the party in 
consequence will suffer.’’ 

‘*‘Will the German Lutheran disaffection 
cut any figure in the campaign?’’ 

‘*It undoubtedly will, but not perhaps to 
such an extent as some have predicted. It 
is working in a quiet way, though at the 
proper time it will be felt.’ ! 

‘*Do you think the Homestead matter and. 
the strikes and threatenings on the part of: 
workmen at so many places will have any 
effect on the party in Iilinois?’’ 

‘‘Ido. Right or wrong, it will be construed 
as the result of the McKinley bill—protection. 
I would like to take the stump again and 
talk tothe people on these matters. Isup- 
pose Senator Palmer will be here and will 
make such speeches to the people as he made 
in the Senate the other day, and no matter 
how unfair or illogical his remarks may be, 
they will make votes for his party. I think, 
however,’’ he added after a pause, ‘‘that 
Harrison will carry the State, although the 
State ticket may be—perhaps will be—de- 
feated. See how far Fifer has made a mess 
of the party’s prospects fn this county. On 
the other hand see Judge Altgeld, his oppo- 
nent, zoing through the countryin a quiet 
way, shaking hands with all he meets and 
making friends as he goes. Yes, he has a 
barrel, it is true, but as yet there are no 
signs that he is winning favors by means of 
the barrel, but simply by quiet, unostenta- 
tious ways.

As Mr. Bay was not employed by 
Woodruff’s bondsmen to make an examina- 
tion of his accounts until April 23, 1891, this 
puts the matter in an entirely different 
light. The attorney for Speers contends 
that this being the case his title 
to the scrip valid, and that 
will bethe ground for mandamus proceed- 
ings to compel the State to redeem the scrip. 
When Woodruff asked Bay to dispose of the 


‘above scrip hetold him thatit belonged to 


him, and requested him tosell itina quiet 
way ashe had informed his bondsmen that 
he hadturned over everything to them he 
possessed. He felt that if the bondsmen 
knew that he was selling scripthey might be- 
lieve that be had nottold them the truth. 
Bay says he sold the scrip for Woodruff, gave 
him the money he received forit and was 
paid acommission by Woodruff for making 
the sale. This Is the status to-day of the sen- 
sutional scrip case. :

UNDER WATER. 
Floodtide 


Rivers at and 


Rising. 


MOBILE, Ala., July 15.—The floods in the 
Warrior and Tombigbee Rivers caused by the 
recent heavy rains are unprecedented at this 
season of the year. The Warrior River at 
Tuscaloosa is now fifty-six feet above low 
water and still rising. The overflow of the 
lands in cultivation in the valleys of 
the two rivers is most damaging 


in results. Each additional rise of a 
few inches spreads water over hundreds 
of acres of luxuriant corn and cotton 
and the result is their total destruction. 
Some of the largest . plantations of the low- 
lands are entirely submerged and the tenants 
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and owners driven out. There is much de- 
struction and suffering among the tenant 
class, mostly negro planters who have been 
driven from their homes. Gov. Jones has is- 
sued a proclamation calling upon the citizens 


of the State not afflicted by the flood to con- 


tribute to the sufferers. In response the 
Mayors of cities have appointed committees 
to solicit subscriptions in their aid. The loss 
tothe plantersand farmers in the river bot- 
tom lands wi!l aggregate millions in stock, 
cultivated flelds and homes swept away by 
the waters.

It is estimated thg$ twice the aver- 
age number of St. Louisans are now on the 
other side ofthe ocean. Reports from car- 
riers show that the summerexodus has been 
the largest on record, thousands of houses 
having been closed. 

Tnere was a chance that the office of 
United States Marshal of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals would be abolished. A Dill to this 
effect was passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but was this week thrown out 
by the Senate. Advices from Washington 
state that the House wishes to disagree with 
the amendment. It is agreed that the mar- 
shalof the lower court can act in place of 
the Marshal of the Court of Appeals. 
Lawyers familiar with Federal practice 
ridicule this idea. It may easily 
become necessary for the marshal 
of the Court of apose* to serve a summons, 
for instance in a habeas corpus cCase,upon the 
Marshalofthe District Court. Should the 
plan proposed be adopted, the anomalous 
position would be presented of a 
marshal being ordered to serve a 
writ upon himself, A United States Court 
without a United States Marshal would be 
liable to become seriously hampered in its 
business.

TO STOP GOLD EXPORTATION. 


New York Bankers Unite to Prevent the 
Outflow. 

NEw YorK, July 15.—In the last twoor three 
days six or eight of the big banks of the Wall 
street district have taken stepsto doallin 
their power to hinder exports of gold to 
Europe and the result has been a radical 
change in the manner in which the shippers 
secure coin to be dispatched to the other side 
of the ocean. The bankers are acting 
on the belief that the exporta- 
tions have reached ai point beyond 
which it is not for the interests of the 


country forthem to go. The last $3,500,000 in 
gold s ipped, including $750,000 carried by 
esterday’s steamers, has come out of the 
easury free gold which amounted to §1l,- 
071,257 on Tuesday. 

Under the system which has been followed 
the exporters have secured their gold in this 
way: They went totheir banks and secured 
gold certificates, presenting them in turn at 
the Sub-Treasury and obtaining the precious 
metalin exchange. The effect ofthis was, to 
all intents and purposes, to take the gold out 
of the banks and not from the Treasury. 

Under the new plan the banks refuse to pay 
out gold certificates to the representatives of 
the foreign houses. Instead they pay out 
United States notes and Treasury notes. Such 
has been the case with the last $3,500,000, 
The former class of notes are payablein gold, 
the latterin coin or gold orsilver, at the 
option ofthe Treasury Department. So far 
gold has always been paid out for them. As 
an off-set to the drawing upon the 
Treasury’s stock of gold may be 
counted the receipts from duties which serve 
in some degree to replenish the supply. The 
bankers estimated yesterday that the free 
gold at the end of this week would amount to 
about $10,000,000, but $10,000,000 is not by any 
means satisfactory inthe view of the bank- 
ers. On Jan, 9, 1892, the free gold in the 
Treasury was $25,812,528, and on Jan. 10, 1891, 
it amounted to $45,848,852. 

President Henry W. Gannon of the Chase 
National Bank had something to say yester- 
day on the financial situation in general 
and ofthe gold exports in particular. Sena 
tor Sherman’s action in introducing a bill to 
stop the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
a month, Mr. Cannon regarded as a very 
wise move especially as he understood that 
the Senator had a financial scheme which he 
proposed to present in connection with the 
repeal act, orto followit. There ought to be 
legislation to take the place of the purchase 
act, in case of its repeal, Mr. Cannon be- 
lieved. The repeal would, in his judgment 
be beneficial to the prospects for a successful 
international monetary conference. 

The act of the banks in refusing to give gold 
certificates to the exporters was intended as 
@ patriotic act, Mr. Cannon explained, The 
bankers thought that the time had come 
when the United States should protect its 
supply of gold as other nations had protected 
theirs and should throw as many obstacles 
in the way of exporters of gold as possible 
and especially in the present conditions when 
the movement of gold abroad did not seem to 
be anatural one. The banks had taken the 
first step and hoped that the Treasury De- 
partment sofar as the law allowed would 
erect other barriers in the way of gold ship- 
ments to Europe. 

The Treasury notes being payable in either 

gold or silver,the treasury would be justified, 
Mr. Cannon held, whenever shippers pre- 
sented such notes to get gold for shipment 
abroad in paying out silver on them, but he 
believed that forall domestic uses all kinds 
of money should be interchangeable. 
When the shipments were going on last 
year--and before that movement stopped 
over $70,000,000 In gold went across the ocean 
—the Treasury Department took one step to 
hinder the export by refusing to furnish gold 
barstothe shippers. Bars were most con- 
venient for shipmentand meanta minimiz- 
ing of the loss by attrition. Shippers after 
that ruling took effect had to be content with 
coin, and it is that form of gold that has been 
sent out this year.

OPPOSE SUNDAY CLOSING. 


Congressional Action on the World’s Fair 
Bill Denounced. 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 15.—A large delegate 
meeting of representatives of forty-eight 
societies was held last night at Uhlich’s Hall 
to protest against the action of the United 
States Senate in tacking to the loan of $5,000,- 
000 tothe World’s Fair the provisions that 
the gates must be closed on Sunday and that 
no liquors should be sold onthe grounds, 
The hall was crowded. The meeting was the 
outcome of the action of the Rhelinlander 
Bund, which issued the invitations. A num- 
ber of speakers expressed themselves 


strongly upon the Senate’s action, the gist of 
which was the following speech by Gen. 


ib: 

‘*I was astounded,’’ he said, ‘‘on learning 
the action of the Senate. We have fought 
just such hypocritical men asits members 
for forty years. They want to put the stamp 
of their imbecility on an age that is 100 years 
ahead ofthem. Chicago is an American city. 
We want no such Puritanic restrictions. The 
World’s Fair directors should say to tne Sen- 
ators that unless they removed those Sunday 
and no drink restrictions they might keep 
their money.’’ [Cheers. ] 

Before adjourning the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that 
unless the absurd and oppressive conditions at- 
tached by the United States Senate to the said ap- 
propriation are repealed, the proposed Congres- 
sional aid to the World’s Fair should be rejected 
with scorn by the iocal directory of the Fair. 

Resvlved, That should such action be taken by the 
said djrectors, we, as representatives of the various 
societies, pledge to them our individual assistance in 
their efforts to secure the amount necessary from 
the patriotic citizens of Chicago. 

The District Turners, claiming to represent 
§,000 citizens, have passed a series of resolu- 
tions in condemnation of the action of the 
United States Senate with regard to the clos- 
ingof the Worla’s Fair on Sundays. The 
resolution declares that such action means 
the falling off at least 12,000,000 admission 
tickets, and concludes thus: 

Resolved, That in view of the foregoing the House 
of Representatives be requested to withhold their 
assent to the Senate bill until these obstructions be 
removed, otherwise rather refuse to make any appro- 
priation atall, and that they be made to fully realize 
that any sapecessen, if passed as proposed, will 
be scornfuily rejected by the people of Chicago.

IRON TRADE. 


The Homestead Affair Has Materially Im- 
proved Eusiness. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 15.—The Jron Trade Re- 
view says: ‘*There has been no such paralysis 
of the iron market inthe past as the Home- 
stead situation and the fortnight’s shut- 
down of the Western Rolling Mills would in- 
dicate. The non-union mills that are com- 
petitors of the Carnegie and the other non- 
union concerns are. making the best of the 
present demand upon them and the stock aj 
rolling mills accumulated before July 1 is in 
fair demand. The present situation has 
only helped to call attention to the enor- 
mous consumptive capacity of the country 
and to suggest that it will not require a long 
period of shortened production to relieve the 
market.

POLITICS AT HOMESTEAD. 

The Republican organs desperately urge 
that there is no politics in the Homestead 
matter; and itis true that politics ordi- 
narily should not figure in labor troubles.

The politics in the Homestead affair is 
found in its revelation of the base political 
jobbery by which, on the false claim that 
protective taxation maintains wages and 
sustains struggling industry, greedy plu- 
tocrats are enabled to grind the faces of 
the poor and stuff their own pockets with 
millions of dollars. 

But to the general conspiracy to rob the 
people is joined a special job to defraud 
the workingmen of any share of the tariff 
gains, Burgess McLucKI# revealed how 
with cunning ingenuity the Carnegie com- 
pany had the tariff reduced upon steel bil- 
lets, which constitute only a small part of 
their products, but upon the price of which 
their scale of wages was based. The Mc- 
Kinley law shows that the company was 
guilty of even more dishonest trickery by 
having the tariff on steel billets changed 
from an ad valorem to a specific tax by 
which, no matter how low the price of the 
billets might go and the wages of the 
workmen be reduced thereby, the protec- 
tion would remain at a fixed figure and 
would increase in percentage. 

The fraud and robbery of the protective 
tariff conspiracy exposed at Homestead 
proves that CARNEGIE spoke the truth 
when he said to some English friends that 
**the tariff and tariff millionaires are 
possible in America only because the 
American people in economic matters are 
unexampled fools.’’ 

When the tariff barons take their busi- 
ness affairs and the accompanying abuses 
out of politics, politics will be taken out 
of their business affairs, but not before.

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NO WORK, NO PAY. 


The news comes from Washington that 
official circles have been thrown into a fer- 
ment of excitement over the report thata 
member of the House has refused to draw 
pay for time and work devoted to his pri- 
vate business. The assertion that a Con- 
gressman would do such a thing is said to 
be received with incredulous amazement 
by officials in general who apparently re- 
gard the discovery of a strictly honest 
Congressman as passing in wonder the 
discovery of the angel-watched Garden of 
Eden or the lost tribes of the children of 
Israel. 

Unfortunately there is cause for amaze- 
ment over the refusal of a Congressman to 
aecept unearned pay, and onecan easily 
credit the statement that Representative 
BAILEY, who has done this unusual thing, 
is the subject of curiosity, abuse and 
ridicule from his fellow-officials. His act, 
which is sneeringly termed a piece of 
‘‘old-fashioned honesty’’ is proper- 
ly regarded as a breach of the code of 
morality prevailing in modern American 
official life. The privilege of drawing pay 
without earning it and of holding office 
without doing its duties has been so stren- 
uously upheld in both theory and practice 
that it has almost come to be regarded as a 
right inhering in public office. Out of 
this strengthening fallacy, fostered by the 
spread of the practical political view that 
official salaries are the fair rewards of 
political and party services and have no 
relation to the performance of duty, has 
grown the enormous abuse of absenteeism. 
The evil is not confined to any one branch 
of the public service, but is impartially 
distributed among all and ranges in ex- 
tent from an occasional junket to a grand 
loaf, from the missing of a few days to the 
missing of all except pay days. 

It 1s natural that officials who enjoy the 
luxury of freedom from work and the 
bonds of duty without loss of revenue 
should view with alarm and disgust the 
conduct of one who publicly refuses to 
take unearned wages and insists upon the 
principle of ‘‘no work, nopay.’’ But the 
people are with Congressman BAILEY. If 
he stands by the guns of ‘‘old-fashioned 
honesty’’ the finger of scorn now pointed 
at him will be turned toward his mockers. 
The force of example is great and if he is 
steadfast he may bring about a reform 
which will work wonders, such as giving 
Congress a quorum every day of its session 
and making the drawing of unearned offi- 
cial salary a public disgrace. So be it.

sight.’’ The accident occurred about a mile

AID FOR 8T. JOHNS. 


An Appealfor Help for the Stricken City— 


Incidents of the Fire. 


This morning C. J, Lemessurier of Chicago 
arrived in the city and registered at the 
Southern. Mr. Lemessurier is a native of St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, the city that was re- 
cently visited by so destructivea conflagra- 
tion, and the object of his visit to St. Louts Is 
to secure aid for the sufferers. He is the au- 
thorized representative of the St. Johns Re- 
lief Fund Association, which was organized 
in Chicago on July 11. Mr. Lemessurier 
said: ‘*The fire swept over half the 


city out of existence, est roying most of the 
storehouses in which food was Kept, andthe 
suffering has been terrible. There are about 
200,000 people on the island, of which number 
over 80,000 are citizens of St. Johns. The 
food supply ofthe place was aimost totally 
destroyed, and for thirty-six hours after the 
fire hundreds had literally not a mouthful of 
food. The neighboring towns did what they 
could, but the population of Newfoundlana 
is scattered, communication is difficult and 
there is a crying need for outside aid. 
The scenes at the fire were frightful. Men 
and women were driven insane,and nota 
few cases of suicide occurred, n the occa- 
sion of the Chicago fire 8t. Johns was the 
Orst foreign point to subscribe, and that cit 
raised a fund of $30,000, about $1 for eac 
man, womanand ctild of the population. 
When news of the 8t. Johns disaster was re- 
ceived, a meeting was caliedin Chicago, an 
association formed, and $38,000 raised 
in a few minutes. I am now try- 
ing to increase the relief fund, for it 
is sorely needed. I have no doubt that St. 
Louis will sustain its reputation for liber- 
ality, as St. Johns is an excellent customer of 
this city. We buy nearly all our flour here, 
amounting to millions of pounds annually.’’ 

Mr. Le Messurier requests all natives of 
Newfoundland to meet him to-night atthe 
Southern Hotel for the Por pees of devising 
means of raising a relief fund.

Water Commissioner Holman’s Explana- 
tion of the Coal Contract Award. 


HE SAYS THAT THEREIS A GENERAL 


COMBINE TO ADVANCE PRICES. 


The Prices Paid by the City for Coal Dur- 
ing the Rast Five Yoars Show a Marked 
Decrease Until This Year—Amount of 
Coal Used by the City—City Hall 
Notes, 


Water Commissioner Holman was busy 
with water works plans this morning 
when a Post-DiIsPaTCH reporter called at his 
office and asked him some questions relative 
to the city’s having contracted to pay 1.03 
cents more per bushel for coal this year than 
last, and .15 more than the average price 
which has been paid for the past five years, 
whichis 4.97 cents per bushel. The Water 
Commissioner was plain in stating 
his inability to explain the _ situation, 
which he said is a combination 


of combinations, and thathe agreed to pay 
1,08 more for coalforthe City Water-works 
this year tian last, because he could not help 
it. Said he: 

‘‘lam free toadmit that, in my opinion, 
there is most assuredly a combination, but I 
do not know the nature of it. These fellows, 
thatis, the heads of the three companies 
who put in bids, and who are, by 
the way, the only concerns of the 
kind = in the city who care to 
take hold of such a large contract—doubtiless 
got together and fixed up something, bat 
this is merely my idea of the matter, asl 
don’t Know it.’’ 

‘‘If it were a fact that these companies 
have arranged to divide the contract in order 
that each may share In the business at a good 
profit to themselves, I would have no way of 
knowing it. The contract calls for about ten 
car loads of coala day, and just so they are 
switched in on timeand other specifications 
inthe contract are met we have no way of 
knowing where the coal originally came 
from, except of course, we pay the party 
with whom we have the contract. 

‘*‘Ithink if you would get at the bot- 
tom of the thing you would find 
that the railroads, transportation companies 
and mines are all mixed upinit. Forseveral 
years coal men have been continually com- 
plaining about the decline in the price of 
coal. idon’tthink the local dealers are en- 
tirely responsible for it, but everybody tin- 
terested in the business, ali along the linel 
might say, from the mines to the delivery, it 
seems to me, arein a combination of some 
eh to get betier prices in future for soft 
coal.’’ 

The prices which have been paidinthe past 
five years for coalfor the city Water-works 
are as follows: 


4.09 cents 
Year ending 1893, per bushel...... . ......6.12 cents 
The above figures show a gradual decline in 
the price paid until the last contract, which 
was letafew daysago. Thisin the face of 
the fact that coal has been cheaper 
each year for several successive 
years back. The same state of 
a flairs and conditions still exists,yet the coal 
dealers, by a sort of legerdemain proceed- 
ing, have managed torestore the old price 
which had been beaten down by competition. 
They even go over the average price for these 
years, whereas the average reduction in the 
cost of coal, according to coal men 
who are no interested in the city 
water works grab, has been something more 
than 10 per cent for the same period. In 
fine, the city has contracted to pay the same 
firm for the same amount of the same sort of 
coal, delivered under the same contract, 
$15.450 more this yearthan last. Last year’s 
contract calls for 1,500,000 bushels of coal for 
$61,350. The present contract is 1,500,000 
bushels for $76,800. 


City Hall Stone Bids Rejected. 


The Board of Public Improvements met 
this morning, President Burnett presiding.

CAPT. LUGARD’S OFFICIAL REPORT OF 
THE DIFFIOULTY. 


> 


Agegressions of Native Catholics Bring 
About a Conflict—-Two Engazements 
Fought—Small Majority Secured by 
the British Liberals—Storms in Ger- 
many—General Foreign News. 


Lonpon, July 15.—-Offictal alspatches from 
Capt. Lugard, the agent of the British Hast 
Africa Co. in Uganda, in regard to the relig- 
fous warfare inthat ‘country are received. 
Capt. Lugard says that the troubles com- 
menced on Jan. 12, onthe arrival in Uganda 
of the French Bishop, who, the Captain be- 
lieves, brought the announcement pubiishéd 
in English papers of the intended withdrawal 
of the British forces in Uganda. On the re- 
ceipt of this mews, Capt. Lugara declares, 
continual aggressions by the Catholic 
- faction ensued. When Capt. Lugard asked 
King Mwanga, the native ruler and 
the leader of the Catholic party, to 
punish the murderer of a Protestant chief, 
he wastold that if he interfered in the 
matter every one of his soldiers would be 
killed. On the following day overwhelming 
French forces attacked Capt. Lugard’s 
command, who, armed with Maxim rifies, 
made a brave stand and succeeded in re- 
pulsing them. They then fied to the islands, 
after seizing King Mwanga, which action 
was of immense importance to Uganda, 
where the people were devoted to the King. 
Capt. Lugard offered to reinstate King 
Mwanga andthe French party, he claims, 
but owlng tothe intrigues and ties of the 
French Bishop, the Captain’s overtures were 
rejected, 

Finally, Capt. Lugard, without any further 
explanations, continues: ‘‘We were forced 
to attack the islands where the Frenci forces 
had intrenched themselves, and after a 
heavy fight drove outthe enemy with great 
loss. They are now centering at Buddu. 
The Protestants are in a critical position, the 
Catholics, Mahommedans and heathens all 
being arrayed against them.’’ 

Appended is a dispatch,dated March7,from 
the East Africa Co,’s ageng at Bunroba, say- 
ing that he hopes to secure two of King 
Mwanga’s nephews and hold them as hos:- 
tages, and asking for a Nordenfeldt gun to 
send to Capt. Lugard.

THE OPPOSITION MAJORITY GROWING VERY 
SLOWLY. 

Lonpon, July 15.—At 2:30 p. m. the total 
returns show the election of 258 Conserva- 
tives, 42 Liberal-Unionists, 244 Liberals, 55 
anti-Parnellites, 7 Parnellites and 3 Labor- 
ites. This gives 300 votes to the Government 
and 309 tothe Opposition. 

In a party riot at Listowell, Ireland, yes- 
terday, a Parnellite was stabbed and a num- 
ber of others injured. 

The Daily News says: ‘‘The Tory agents in 
the present elections have relied chiefly upon 
beer and fear and have trusted in public dis- 
like of election petitions. Severe examples 
will have to be made before fair fighting Its 
secured.

DEACONESS’ HOME, 


Corner Stone of the New Institution to Be 
Laid Sunday. 


At 8 o’clock next Sunday afternoon the 
corner-stone of the new building of the 
Evangelical Deaconess Home, on Bell avenue 
and Sarah street, will be laid. The services 
will be simple and further than addresses by 
Rev. Mr. J. F. Kilck and Rev. Mr. Haas no 
special programme has been provided. But 
the ceremony will mark an epoch 
in the career of the St. Louis 
Evangelical Deaconess Society. The 
nine deaconesses who comprise the 
community are at present housed at No. 2119 
Eugenia street, where they have scant room 
to conduct the hospital, which is attached. 

To provide for their growing usefulness, 
the society purchased the Bell School prop- 
erty on Bellavenue and Sarah street and the 
three lots adjoining, several months ago, for 
$40,500. Plans were prepared for an 
extensive addition to the school build- 
ing, to comprise together with the school 
forty rooms, capable of accommodating 
from fifty to sixty patientsand twenty-four 
sisters. The plans provided for the most 
perfect sanitary system onthe lines of the 
very latest improvements, for it was the in- 
tention of the promoters of the enterprise to 
make theirs an ideal hospital. This addition 
will cost $30,000, and the work is now suffl- 
ciently completed forthe laying of the cor- 
ner-stone next Sunday. The home will be 
ready for occupancy about Oct. 15. 

The St. Louis Evangelical Deaconess’ Soci- 
ety was incorporated about three years ago 
and numbers among its members over four 
hundred communicants of the German 
Evangelical churches of the city. The pur- 
pose of the society was to do charitable hos- 
pital work, train Christian nurses and to 
provide a home forthem. Poor patients, ir- 
respective of creed or nationality, have been 
well and conscientiously cared for. They are 
not only nursed in the hospital, but the 
nurses, that is, the ordained deaconesses are 
sent to the homes of the sick when necessary. 
The deaconesses or sisters do their work 
without pecuniary remuneration, and the 
society guarantees thema home, with food 
and clothing for life. 

Sister Catherine and a probationer named 
Sister Lydia, composed the community of 
deaconesses at the beginning of the enter- 
prise three yearsago. ‘To their number have 
since been added Sisters Lotta, Sophia, Phil- 
ippina, Loulsa, Magdaline, Bertha and 
Eliza. Four of them are St. Loutsans, two 
are from lilinoils, two from Wisconsin and 
one from Missour!. 

The candidates for admission to the Sister- 
hood are on probation for three months, and 
thereafter if they decide to stay they are 
bound to remain forfour years. So far none 
have given up the career of usefulness which 
they have selected. The dress of the deacon- 
esses, when in public, is a black cloth dress, 
with a hood shaped cap of biack, covering a 
similar one of white. In the house a Dlue 
habit is worn instead ofthe black one, Each 
ordained deaconess wears around her necka 
red cross, the symbol of their mission. 

The duties of the deaconesses are multiply- 
ingeach year and the necessity of greater 
latitude for their work has become imper- 
ative. The hospital received ninety-nine 

atients in 1891 and sixty-five so far this year. 

‘he number of visits to the homes of the sick 
has increased in a similar proportion, But 
the faithful nine will receive an addition of 
two Sisters, who will be ordained before the 
end of the month either at St. Paul’s Church, 
No. 1810 South Ninth street, or at Ebenezer 
Church, No. 2921 McNalravenue. And again, 
before the removal to the new home in the 
fall, two Sisters will be ordained, which will 
make a community of thirteen deaconesses. 

There are communities of German Evan- 
gelical deaconesses at Philadelphia, which 
was founded eight years ago; at Oincinnatl, 
foundea four years ago; at Lincoln, Neb., 
founded three anda half years ago, and at 
Dayton, O., founded last summer. The ijat- 
ter community, although the youngest, is 
erecting a $100,000 buliding. The communi- 
ties are Gevoted to the same work and have 
the same rules, but are independent of each 
other in government.
